City Backs
School Bid

For Surplus

The way was apparently
cleared here this week for the
Torrance Unified School Dis-
trict to receive 25 acres of
surplus property at the Naval
Supply Annex near Crenshaw
and Sepulveda.

Deciding that it couldn’t dig
up 50 per cent of the current
market value to purchase the
land if offered, the city coun-
cil voted to inform the Gen-
eral Services Administration
this week that the city endors-
ed the efforts of the school
district to obtain the property
at 100 per cent discount (free).
“The government has declar-
ed the property surplus and it
has been recommended that
the school district should be
given the site,” Dr, J. H. Hull,
superintendent of schools told
the HERALD Friday.

Only cost to the district ap-
parently will be a security
fence between the surplus
property and the present site
of the Naval Supply Annex,

The council’s action in with-
drawing the city from any con-
sideration for the property was
approved by five members,
with Councilman Willys Blount
absent and Councilman Robert
Jahn opposing.
